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PROCEEDINGS OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY. 

Ar the monthly meeting in January, the committee appointed 
to wait on Dr. Milledoller, to ascertain whether he would ac- 
cept the office of Foreign Agent, to which he was designated i in 
the month of October, reported that he had declined the appoiat- 
ment. Whereupon the Board appointed a special committee, 
to look out for some other suitable person. — 

The land committee made a long and interesting report on 
the subject of the sites which have been offered them for the in- 
tended settlement; and the Board have adjourned to an early 
day to deliberate on the selection. 

At the same meeting the following letter from Mr. Marc was 
read. The measures it recommends do not fully accord with 
the pin adopted by the Board ; yet it contains some excellent 
advices ; and we cheerfully publish i it, as an expression of our 
willingness to avail ourselves of all the lights of experience, in 
the adoption of the wisest plans for the regulation of the pro- 


posed Settlement. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr. Marc, dated Frankfort, on the Maine, 
Oct. 6, 1824, addressed jointly to the Rev. Mr. Frey, Dr. Wolf, and 
Mr. Jadownicky. 

‘* Dearly beloved Brethren in the Lord, 

“T have been informed by Mr. Monday, that he hath for- 
warded my parcel to Dr. Wolf, who, I hope, hath safely re- 
ceived x. Notwithstanding the three letters contained in it, 
fully and distinctly communicate my thoughts, yet it may not 
be superfluous to repeat the same, as the parcel may not have 
come to hand; and in such a case a great mistake may be com- 


mitted. 
“T beseech you to lay the following particulars before the 


Board of the Society. 

“1. Much land ought not to be bought. The wants of one 
single settlement are exceeding great. Much care must there- 
fore be taken that money may not be wanted, which would ov 
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casion confusion, delays, and discouragements; and the public 
may be led to think that the fault lay in the colonists. 

“The plan of the Society should not extend at present to 
more than 200, or at most 300 families, and those chiefly me- 
chanics. Such a society should be furnished with a judicious 
and well digested constttution, and with proper persons to di- 
rect both their spiritual and temporal concerns. 

‘‘ Fifteen hundred acres of land for an Orchard, and to raise 
vegetables, and three hundred to raise grain, would be sufficient 
for the present. ; 

‘‘When one such settlement is well regulated, the object of 
the Society is gained. On this settlement, therefore, nothing 
should be spared; and to it all possible care and attention 
should be paid. 

*©2. A considerable portion of the land should be reserved 
for the future erection of manufactories; which ought to be a 
principal source of support to the colony. 

‘3. In Germany the apprentices are employed, during the 
greatest part of their time, in attending to the business of the 
family and in waiting on the journeymen, and are therefore 
never well instructed in their trade; and it is expected that they 
will perfect themselves during their three years journey.* | 

‘“ Now, if a person is not very sharp and of quick apprehen- 
sion, or hath the misfortune to be employed by an unskilful 
master, or by one who is jealous, or if he seldom meets with 
work, he will be a miserable cobbler all his days. 

“The Israelite meets with still greater difficulties and trou- 
bles. First, before he can meet with a master; then whilst he 
serves his apprenticeship, and during his travels as a journey- 
man. 

“In addition to these observations, it may happen, that 
among the emigrants there may be too many of one trade, and 
not enough of another. 

«“ At Disselthal very few trades are taught; nor is there an 
opportunity of learning any one fundamentally and perfectly. 
Little can be expected from that quarter. The truth is, the 
Count seems to be no longer in favour of the American Soci- 
ety; and thinks of establishing one ou: his ownestate. But the 
situation is most unfavourable; being surrounded chiefly by 
violent prejudiced papists, and a few luke-warm christians. 
This hath greatly damped the spirits of the proselytes. If there- 
fore the Society wait till rich colonists arrive who are fully 
prepared, I fear the whole will come to nought. 

“4. We ought to guard against enthusiasm on every side— 
especially against raising our expectations too high from the pro-

It isa rule that every journeyman must travel three vears, and visit several cities.

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selytes. We can reasonably expect no more than novices in 
christianity, Although many may exceed our expectations, yet 
it is still safest to be cautious, and to expect rather too little, 
than too much. One of the first and most important objects of 
the Society therefore, is to provide for the spiritual instruction 
of the proselytes. ‘There ought to be daily worship and daily 
preaching. The discourses should frequently be directed to 
build up and to establish the faith of the proselytes. The spi- 
ritual instructers must also have a constant watchful eye at their 
conduct, and to direct them with wisdom and prudence, and 
with proper authority. Every evil must be stifled in its first ap- 
pearance. 

“ There are societies, whose members have been brought up 
from their youth under careful christian instruction, and who 
have been richly favoured with the means of grace, and still 
there occur, frequently, circumstances of an unpleasant nature. 
But experienced and constant watchful spiritual labourers know 
how to quench the rising spark, and to restore harmony and 
love amongst the brethren. 

“Jt is by such means the reputation of societies is preserved, 


and their prosperity promoted. 
“ But if watchfulness is neglected, and the remedy neglected 


until the evil stares every man in the face; or if at every un- 

leasant occurrence the alarm is given, then ‘the members of the 
settlenient will reciprocally undervalue each other, and all is 
lost. Every person’s courage sinks, love to and confidence in 
the teachers and directors vanishes, and with it obedience ceases, 
and the end must be shame and confusion. 

‘Those persons therefore, who are to be intrusted with the 
instruction and direction of the colonists, ought not only to be 
men of true and fundamental christian knowledge and charac- 
ter, but they must, at the same time, possess an extraordinary 
share of love to the cause, anda large stock of experimental 
knowledge of mankind. They must be of a meck and quiet 
temper, with a constant presence of mind: compassionate and 
tender hearted, and yet execute their work with firmness and 
energy. 

“ None ought to interfere with the direction of the colony, or 
with a single individual member, except those who are appoint- 
ed by the Board for that purpose. 

“5. However much industry is to be kept in view at the com- 
inencement of a settlement, yet as this is a christian institution 
of benevolence and love, we must not reject those who, on ac- 
count of age or weakness, are not able to do much by way of 
labour. I know such who serve in societies as good salt. Suf- 
ficient if every one is employed to the utmost of his ability. Far 
he the unchristian narrow minded and contracted heart. [er 
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us remember that this is the first foundation stone of a great, 
important, and glorious christian building. See well to it, that 
the spirit to be introduced into it be, in every respect, a truly 
christian spirit. Be this the motto: they that sow love shall 
reap joy. Brethren increase your zeal, that at last a proper 
beginning may be made. 

‘The Lord bless you, and make you a blessing to many. 
Write often, and gladden the heart of your, for Israel’s salva- 
tion, constantly praying brother,” &c.

That the mind and will of God may be more generally an- 
derstood, with reference to the means and order which Infinite

exchanging the erroneous but popular dreams of visionaries, for 
the authority of Him from whose decision there is no appeal : 
lest that day which brings Israel’s redemption, should come up- 
on us as a snare to judgment.

That the kingdom of heaven and Christ’s kingdom on earth 
are synonimous, we learn from these words of our Lord: ‘“ Bless- 
ed are the poor in spirit, for theirs is the kingdom of heaven.” 
“ Blessed are the meek, for they shall inherit the earth.” ‘The 
Psalmist thus explains how the earth shall be as heaven: “ The 
wicked shall be cut off,”—and “ there shall be universal peace.” 
“The meek” says he, ‘shall inherit the earth, and delight 
themselves in the abundance of peace.” ‘ God shall exalt thee 
to inherit the land, when the wicked are cut off thou shalt see 
it.” Mark the perfect harmony of the intimation given by our 
Lord. ‘The son of man shall send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things that offend, and those 
that do iniquity, and shall cast them into a furnace of fire, where 
shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth. Then shajl] the righteous 
shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of their Father.” That 
the kingdom of heaven is no change of place, but.a change of 
state here, is evident from our Lord’s saying, “‘ The kingdom of 
heaven is within you.” That Jerusalem, the scene of Messiah’s 
rejection, suffering, and resurrection ; shall again be the seat of 
his triumph, reward, and glory, may be gathered from various 
passages of the New, as wel] as the Old Testament. There shall 
he also sit to judge the nations around. In our Lord’s tender 
apostrophe to the beloved city, he intimates that a time will come 
when from her shall proceed the renewed hosanna of “ Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the Lord.” That “the city 
of the Great King” shall not always be possessed by strangers, 
is again testified in these words: “ Jerusalem shall be trodden 
down of the gentiles, until the times of the gentiles are fulfilled.” 
That the restoration of Israel will be an event, sinonymous with 
the political convulsions of all those nations who have oppressed 
and wronged them, is testified in various parts of Scripture. Our 
Lord’s words are, “ There shall be signs in the sun, and in the 
moon, and in the stars, and upon earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity ; men’s hearts failing them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are coming upon the earth; for the 
powers of heaven shall be shaken, and then shall ye see the son 
of man coming in a cloud, with power and great glory. When 
these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your 
heads, for your redemption draweth mgh.” 

To his disciples he also said, when he took the cup and gave 
thanks, “ Take this and divide it among yourselves, for I say 
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unto you, f will not drink henceforth of the fruit of the vine, un- 
elt drink it new with you in my Father’s kingdom.” After our 
Lord’s resurrection, the disciples asked him, saying, ‘Lord 
wilt thou at this time restore the kingdom to Israel?” His re- 
ply reproved their curiosity but not their expectation: ‘It is 
not for you to know the times and the seasons which the Father 
hath put in his own power; but ye shall! receive power, after 
that the Holy Spirit is come upon you.” In Paul’s epistle to 
the Hebrews, he plainly speaks to them of a national rest for be~ 
lievers; and ‘elsewhere says, “ unto them that look for him Mes- 
siah will come the second time without sin to salvation.” Again, 
‘* Blindness in part has happened to Israel unto the times of the 
gentiles are fulfilled; and so all Israel shall be saved.’ The 
Divine Messenger who showed John the revelation of these things 
said: “ Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple 
of my God, and he shail no more depart; and I will write upon 
him the name of my God, and the name of the city of my God, 
which is Wew Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven from 
my God.” Again, “ To him that overcometh will I grant to sit 
with me on my throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down 
with my Father on his throne.” 
The four living creatures and the four and twenty elders sung 
a new song, saying, “ Thou art worthy to take the book and 
open the seals thereof, for thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us 
by thy blood out of every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
hast made us kings and priests unto God, and we shall reign on 
the earth.” Another angel ascended from the east, having the 
seal of the living God, and he cried with a loud veice to the 
four angels to whom it was given to hurt the earth and the sea, 
saying, ‘* Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor any tree, until 
we have sealed the servants of our God in their foreheads; and 
there were sealed a hundred forty and four thousand of all the 
tribes of the children of Israel.’* A voice was heard from the 
four horns of the golden altar which is before God, saying to 
the sixth angel, ‘* Loose the four angels which are bound i in the 
great river “Euphrates.” — And” [after having slain the third 
part of men] “ the angel poured out his vial on the great river 
Euphrates, that the way of the kings of the earth might be pre- 
pared,” —* And there also appeared a great wonder in heaven— 
a woman clothed with the sun, with the moon under her feet, 
and on her head a crown of twelve stars: and she cried travail- 
meine, me. SF FPR Se AG, FQ ee 
‘“‘ And there was war in heaven—Michael and his angels fought 
against the dragon, and the dragon fought and his angels, and 
prevailed not; neither was their place found in heaven any

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more. And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, 
called the devil, and satan, who deceiveth the whole world; and 
he was’ cast to the earth, and his angels with him, &c.—And I 
heard a loud voice in heaven, saying, now ts come salvation and 
power, and the kingdom of our God, and the power of his Christ, 
for the accuser of our brethren is cast down, who accused them 
day and night before God; and they overcame him by the blood 
of the Lamb, and they loved not their lives unto the death, Xe. 
And when the dragon saw that he was cast to the earth, he per- 
secuted the woman,” &c. ‘That this transaction refers to the 
covenant church during her flight from persecution, we learn 
from Daniel, where his divine instructer says of Michael, “ He 
is that great Prince who standeth up for the children of thy 
people.” 

“ After these things I looked,” said John, “ and lo! a lamb 
stood on Mount Zion, and with him a hundred and forty and 
four thousand, having his Father’s name written on their fore- 
heads—These were redeemed from among men, being the jirst 
fruits unto God and the Lamb, &c.—And the angel thrust his 
sickle into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, and 
cast it into the great winepress of the wrath of God—And the 
winepress was trodden without the city.” FRE aes 

‘Thus saith the Lord, in those days and at that time, when I 
bring again the captivity of Judah and Jerusalem, | will gather 
all nations, and will bring them down intp the valley of Jehosa- 
phat, and will plead with them there for my heritage, Israel, whom 
they have scattered, and parted my land. Behold I will raise 
them up from the places whither ye have scattered them, and 
will return your recompense upon your own head. Proclaim 
this among the gentiles ; let the nations be awakened aud come 
up to the valley of Jehosaphet, for there will I sit to judge all the 
nations round about. Put ye in the sickle, for the harvest is 
ripe; get you down, for the press is full. The vats overtlow, 
for their wickedness is great—multitudes, multitudes, in the 
valley of decision. ‘The sun.and the moon shall be darkened, 
and the stars shall withdraw their shining ; the Lord shall also 
roar out of Zion, and utter his voice from Jerusalem; and the 
heavens and the earth shall shake, but the Lord shall be the 
hope of his people, the strength of the children of Israel.” 
“Wherefore ert thou red in thine apparel, and thy garments 
like him that treadeth in the wine vat? [ have trodden the 
winepress alone, and of the people there were none with me; 
for I will tread them in mine anger, and trample them in my 
fary. Their blood shall be sprinkled on my garment, and I 
will stain all my raiment. For the day of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of my redeemed is come. And I looked, and 
there was none to help; I wondered that there was none to up- 
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hold. Therefore mine own arm brought salvation unto me ; my 
fury upheld me: and [ will tread down the people in mine anger, 
and make them drunk in my fury, and will bring down their 
strength to the earth.” “TI heard,” says the beloved disciple, 
‘the voice of mighty thunderings, and as the sound of many 
waters, saying, alleluia, for the Lord God Omnipotent reign- 
eth! let us be glad and rejoice, and give honour to him, for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, and his wife hath made herself 
ready— Blessed are they who are called into the marriage supper 
of the Lamb. And I saw thrones, and they who sat on them, 
and judgment was given unto them. And I saw the souls of 
them who were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the 
testimony which they held, who had not worshipped the beast, 
nor received his mark in their foreheads, or in their hands ; and 
they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years: but the 
rest of the dead lived not, again until the thousand years were 
finished. ‘This is the first resurrection. Blessed and holy is he 
who hath part in the first resurrection; on such the second death 
hath no power, but they shall be as kings and priests to God and 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years. And when 
the thousand years are expired, Satan must be loosed out of his 
prison, and shall go and deceive the four quarters of the earth. 
And they went and compassed the camp of the saints and the Be- 
loved City, and fire came down from God out of heaven and de- 
stroyed them.” 

The events which are yet to take place, and which, from the 
above aggregate of testimony, are Ist. the emancipation of the 
covenant people from spiritual bondage, amid the political con- 
vulsions of all those nations who have oppressed them. 2dly. their 
restoration to the faith of Abraham, and to their own land, the 
promised reward of their return to that faith. This glorification 
of Divine truth and faithfulness shall displease and excite all na- 
tions to oppose the purpose of God. They shall gather (accor- 
ding to prediction) and unite to prevent the covenant people 
from repossessing themselves of their own inheritance among 
them.* Antichrist shall act the most prominent part, under the 
cloak of Religion. When assembled in the valley of Jehosha- 
phat, the Lord shall send strife and terror among them, and they 
shall destroy}one another, and God shall do judgment upon 
them. A tenth-part of them that escape shall give glory to the 
God of heaven, and shall come yearly to keep the Feast of 'Ta- 
bernacles, in Jerusalem, and therein pray before the Lord. 
Then shall Messiah reign before his ancients gloriously! Then 
shall strangers also be joined to the Lord, and cleave to the 
house of Israel. As the dightning that cometh from the east

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shineth to the ends of the earth, so shall his presence be known 
and felt over the whole earth—but the place of his feet shall be 
peculiarly holy. There, Suffering, Temptation, and Sin, can 
never more enter. If Satan must needs be loosed for a little sea- 
son, he finds no entrance where the Lord is as a wall of fire 
round about, and a glory in the midst. He goes forth to deceive 
the uttermost parts of the earth, who, at his suggestion to covet- 
ousness, the nations are lured to their own destruction. All this 
must be, in its most minute iota, fulfilled ; and then, and not till 
then, is the general judgment, when God appears on a great white 
throne, from whose face the heavens and the earth flee away— 
when the dead, small and great, stand before him to be judged 
of those things written in the books, according to their works ; 
then the sea gives up its dead, and death and hell deliver up 
their dead, and whosoever is not found written in the book of 
life, as cast into the lake of fire. 

After the general judgment and conflagration, appear the new 
heavens and new earth, wherein dwelleth Righteousness. Then 
the holy city, New-Jerusalem, comes down out of heaven, from 
God, as a bride adorned for her husband. Then there is no 
more sea, nor any more light of the natural sun, for the Lord 
God and the Lamb enlighten that paradise of the blessed. Then 
is the Tabernacle of God with men, and he shal] dwell with 
them, and be their God, and they shall be his people. 

Why have these truths, which are revealed to us and our 
children, been avoided or discarded since the apostolic era? 
Because the wise and prudent, from whose prejudiced minds 
these things are hid, have from age to age amused themselves in 
the investigations of mysteries unrevealed. Much is said about 
the necessity of belief in Christ for salvation—but little about 
the proof which Christ declares indispensible to prove whether 
our faith is like that of the devils who know the divinity of Christ, 
and tremble, or that which purifies the heart, and evinces itself 
in love to God and man. Much is said about reigning in glory 
with Christ, but little of suffering with him; without which 
we cannot share in his glory. O how much bustle and os- 
tentatious talk there is about religion, and doing honour to 
Christ, whom many imagine is far above and beyond the reach 
of their practical regard. Do we really love Christ? would we 
own him should he come in a guise which would thwart our 
predilections? If he should come as a stranger to ask us to 
demonstrate ovr love in deed and in truth—or do we just iove 
him in so far as his claims interfere not with our preconceived 
opinions and idolized prejudices? Should he come as a homeless 
stranger, preaching against the reveries and systems of men, 
which have distracted Christendom so long, how would he be 
received in our churches ? If he should testify thus : ““ Why do 
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ye say, Lord, Lord, in honour of me, while yet ye do not the 
will of my Father 2 —« W hy do ye not rather strive to keep the 
unity of the spirit in the bond of peace, than wrangle about the 
letter which killeth ?’’—" Why do ye leave the unerring instructer, 
to follow strangers who mislead your” If he should say to many 
who stand high in the estimation of men, “ Ye hypocrites, who 
strain at gnats while ye swallow camels—who tithe all manner 
of cheap and easy observances, while ye neglect all that ts es- 
sential in the sight of God, how ‘shall ye escape his judgment?” 
If he should say, “ F riends, wherefore came ye hither?” to many 
who are seen foremost in impelling that moral machinery which 
shall introduce the kingdom of Christ—surely (as of old) many 
modern professors would say, and think they do God service— 
“ Away with him, away with him.” O blind prejudice, infatu- 
ated profession, idiot custom, how long shall ye pervert the 
right way of the Lord! When shall those who are enslaved by 
you, whose eyes ye have blinded, whose hearts ye have hard- 
ened, whose consciences ye have lulled to sleep, awake to see 
the underived and unassociated beauty and power of truth, as 
revealed to the singlehearted, humble, prayerful, and sincere 
inquirer ! 

Hasten the time, O Lord, when all shall be taught, from: the 
least to the greatest, by the pure truth which thou hast revealed, 


as the Instructer of man !—And thus shall we “ be taught of 
THEE.” 


Extract from the report of the Warwick Auxiliary Society, read at 
their second anniversary, on Wednesday, the 17th Nov. 1824. 


Another year has rolled around, and brought us to our second an- 
niversary, and it is cause of the liveliest gratitude to God, that we are 
permitted to assemble ourselves together on so important an occasion. 
The object we have in view, in peint of interest and importance, we 
consider as second to none which asks for Christian charity, and we 
have great reason to thank God, and take courage for what has been 
already done. The society to which this is an auxiliary, has been in 
operation but a short time, and how wonderful has been its progress ; 
how greatly are the minds of the Christian public excited. Contribu- 
tions have been made from Maine to Georgia, in the churches and Aux- 
iliary Societies formed to aid in this noble and humane work of ameli- 
orating the condition of the Jews. Too long have these descendants 
of faithful Abraham been despised, neglected, and persecuted by us 
Gentiles, and now when we are called upon to aid in softening their 
condition, and placing them in a situation for Christian instruction, can 
we forbear to lend a helping hand? No, we cannot, but will endea- 
vour to assist with our feeble means by contributing our mites, and by 
our prayers to lead the poor deluded Jew to the only Saviour of lost 
sinners, whom he has rejected and denied, but who still stands ready 
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to receive him, it he will return, repent, and believe. Great and im- 
potent events are taking place in our day, God is wonderfuily favour- 

ing his Church. Missionaries are going forth in every direction ; the 
heathen are casting their idols to the meles, and to the bats. The 
followers of Mahomet are brought to a stand, and te wonder at the 
strange things their eyes behold, and the Jews are diligently inquiring 
whether the Messiah has already come, or whether he is yet to make 
his appearance; and we would ask, how can any one who proiesses to 
have experienced the love of God ‘shed abroad in his heart, forbear to 
rejoice, and take a deep interest in so glorious a work as the advance- 
ment of Christ’s kingdom in the world ? but such there are, even among 
us, though professing godliness, who seem to stand aloof and take no 
interest in the success of those benevolent institutions which exist in 
this place. Yea, some have treated the subject-with derision and con- 
tempt; others there are, who have gone with us for a little while, and 
then abandoned the Society, for what cause we know not. We leave 
all such professors to answer at the bar of God for their conduct; it 
is however to be feared, that the righteous Judge in the great day will 
say unto many such, inasmuch as ye have not rendered assistance unto 
one of the least of my children, ye have not done it untome. We are 
commanded to do good to all men, and while there are so many objects 
of charity presented before us, how can we clear our consciences in 
withholding our mite from the ‘Treasury of the Lord, for it is his work, 
and he will support his own cause. If we refuse to lend our aid, other 
instruments will be found, and it may be the Lord may. say unto us, if 
we thus refuse, as he did to the unprofitable servant in the gospel, take 
from him the pound, and give it to him that hath ten pounds. 

The board would earnestly recommend to the members to be punctu- 
al and diligent, in stirring to aid the funds of the Society. It is a cause 
the board are firmly persuaded you will never regret that you have sup- 
ported ; this cause which we are engaged in is not the cause of a par- 
ticular sect, or denomination of Christians, the sentiments contained in 
the last report of the Parent Society, with regard to this, is worth noti- 
cing. This Society, says the report, is not the tool of a party, it moves 
not in a narrow sectarian circle; it proceeds upon the broad basis of 
universal co-operation among good men of every denomination. The 
object is not to make men the partisans of any sect, but to turn them 
from darkness to light, and from the power of Satan unto God. Ac- 
cordingly, while good men have been able to trace their resemblance to 
him, of whom the whole family in Heaven and in Earth is named, they 
have joined hand and heart in this Society. This excitement in favour 
of the Jews is not confined to this country alone, but in all Protestant 
countries the same excitement prevails, in a more or less degree, and all 
are recommending the formation of such a colony as the American 
Society have in view, and are looking to this ceuntry as a land where 
such a colony may exist, shielded by our excellent laws, from oppres- 
sion, and «here they may enjoy the advantages of cultivating the arts 
of civilized life, and of religious instruction. Some are ready to find 
fault with the American Board for their tardiness in this business, but 
to such we would say, that matters of such great importance should be 
proceeded in with great caution; it is a novel thing, and requires much 
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deliberation and counsel, before they proceed, and we do not hesitate 
in saying, that we have the utmost confidence in the wisdom, piety, and 
integrity of the Board of the Parent Institution, and have not the least 
doubt but that when their funds are found adequate, and their plans 
are sufficiently matured, they will proceed to purchase a scite for the 
contemplated settlement; and in the mean time, let us strive to encourage 
them, and let us pray that God may crown their labours with his bless- 
ing.—In behalf of the Board,

From the Christian Mirror. 


Extract from an Address delivered to the Jews’ Society in Bradford, 
Mass. 1824. 


The present is an age in which God is doing wonders for the church. 
Within about 30 years numerous Bible and Missionary Societies have 
been formed in every part of the Christian world. Most of these are 
in active and lively operation. Missionaries of the Cross have gone 
forth, and are now praying and labouring for the good of souls in every 
quarter of the globe, and upon the Isles of the sea. A goodly number 
of stations are established in the midst of the heathen lands, where our 
brethren in Christ stand and kneel, preach and pray, exhort and weep. 
Nor do they labour in vain, or without the prayers and wealth of Chris- 
tiafts in their native countries to support and comfort them in pagan 
lands. And while the attention of those who have had the control 
of missionary funds in America and Europe, has been principally turn- 
ed to the Gentiles at home and abroad, and much has been expended 
to bring them to a saving knowledge of the truth, it is cause of surprise, 
that the Jews, God’s ancient covenant people, have been almost wholly 
neglected. But I am happy to state, that this time of apathy toward 
them is passing away. Within a few years past, the cries of this afilict- 
ed people have reached the ears, and affected the hearts of Christians 
in every part of the habitable globe. Under God, the Rev. Mr. Frey, 
a converted Jew, has done much for his kindred, according to the flesh, 
in Europe and America. He has visited many parts of our country, and 
formed numerous Auxiliaries ; one of which is in this town, whose an- 
niversary we this day celebrate. And now, brethren and triends, I pro- 
pose to offer a few remarks pertaining to the children of Abraham ; 
which may excite your sympathy, and lead you to activity and zeal in 
their cause. 

In several respects the history of the Jews is very extraordinary, and 
widely differs from that of other nations. The more they have been 
oppressed, the more they have increased. ‘Though scattered into all 

arts of the habitable globe, they have rarely intermarried with Gen- 
tiles. Though in the midst of idolaters, they have generally worship- 
ped the God of Israel in their own way. To preserve them, numerous 
miracles have been wrought. Before them the sea opened a passage ; 
—to slake their thirst, springs of water gushed from the flinty rock ; 
—and through them the Gentiles have received many favours—yea, 
unspeakable gifts. But notwithstanding the prophecies, and all that God 
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hath done for their preservation, they are yet, with few exceptions, un- 
believers in Jesus of Nazareth. As did the fathers, so do the children 
reject the Saviour, and consider him as a vile impostor! Enraged and 
infatuated, at the time of the crucifixion, they exclaimed, “ his blood 
be on us and on our children!” This horrid imprecation ‘has followed 
them from age to age, and they have long groaned under the weight of 
guilt. And this, because “ they both killed the Lord Jesus and their 
own prophets, and persecuted the apostles.” They filled up the mea- 
sure of their sins, and “‘ wrath is come upon them to the uttermost.” 
To make use of language similar to that of a worthy writer, “ all 
history cannot furnish us with a parallel to the calamities and suffer- 
ings of the Jews. Rapine and murder, famine and pestilence within ; 
fire and sword, and all the horrors of war without.”” What scene in 
this world can we paint in the imagination more dismal and distress- 
ing than this ? At Cesarea, 20,000* were killed ; at Damascus, 10,000 ; 
at Bethshan, 13,000; at Alexandria, 50,000. But at Jerusalem, that 
once populous and flourishing city, the scene was most horrid and ter- 
rible of all. At the time of the passover, when millions of Jews had 
collected in the city, “ the Roman surrounded it with troops, trenches, 
and walls.” ‘Titus the Roman leader at length took possession of the 
city, and multitudes of the wretched people perished by sword, famine, 
and pestilence. They have been banished from one country, "and fled 
to another; oppressed, insulted, afflicted, persecuted, tormented. In 
fine, my hearers, time would fail me to saheeres all the sufferings en- 
dured by the Jews. It is sufficient to affirm, a most bitter curse has 
followed them from the time of the crucifixion of the Son of God to 
the present day. But notwithstanding multitudes have fallen in battle, 
been burnt, and slaughtered in many ways, still their number is great. 
They reside in Germany, Holland, Sweden, Denmark, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, Persia, China, Hindostan, America, and in almost every 
art of the habitable world. Perhaps as small a number of Jews are 
to be found in New-England as in any other inhabited place, of equal 
extent. Those who are in this country, live principally in New-York, 
Philadelphia, Richmond, Charleston, and Savannah. According to the 
best information I can gain from modern publications, the whole num- 
ber of the house of Israel is about nine or ten millions ; equal to all the 
inhabitants of these United States. Now, brethren, will you be per- 
suaded to look at this subject with candour and seriousness? Shall this 
large portion of the human family continue to be neglected and forgot- 
ten by us? Shall they remain “ a proverb and a by-word, a taunt and 
a hissing among all nations?” Shall one generation after another drop 
into eternity, ignorant of Christ, and the way of salvation through him ? 
is the most bitter curse, under which they have sighed and groaned for 
about 1800 years, to continue to the end of time? No, brethren, they 
will certainly be restored to an honourable standing among the nations 
of the earth, and have a place in the true church ; for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it. “ I will put my law in their inward parts, and 
write it in their hearts; and I will be their God, and they shall be my 
people.” Many occurrences at the present day have a favourable as-

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pect; and, if we rightly “discern the signs of the times,” indicate 
that their redemption draweth nigh. With a degree of confidence we 
would use the language of the prophet, and say, “comfort ye, comfort 
ye my people, saith your God, speak ye comfortably to Jerusalem, and 
cry unto her, that her warfare is accomplished, that her iniquity ‘is par- 
doned.” The curse will be removed; their hard hearts will be soften- 
ed; and they will worship Jesus of Nazareth. But how is this great 
change to be effected? Notin a miraculous manner; for the time of 
miracles is past. ‘T'hey will not help themselves, for they have learn- 
ed to be submissive under the yoke of cruelty, tyranny, and oppression. 
The great mass of the Jews are contented ; strongly attached to their 
system of religion ;.and are anxiously looking for a Saviour to come. 
God carries on his work by human means, and the Gentiles are great 
debtors to the children of Abraham. We owe them a yast sum. But 
for what are we indebted to this degraded wretched peopie ? I answer, 
for the Sabbath, the divine law, the psalms, the prophecies, and the 
gospels—oh yes! this is that nation through whom we received the 
Saviour of the world! All religious privileges we enjoy, which raise 
us so far above Pagans, have come to us from God, through the me- 
dium of the Jews. The hopes of a blessed immortality, which any of us 
may be permitted to entertain, and indeed every thing we hold dear, 
under Providence, have been handed down to us by Abraham’s chil- 
dren. You perceive, brethren, the debt which lies upon the Gentiles is 
infinite, and it has been constantly accumulating almost 2000 years. 
We can never repay it; but if the Lord open our hearts, we can do 
something ; and | venture to affirm, no people upon the earth have so 
high and just claims upon us as the Jews. But are any of you still 
cold and unfeeling upon this subject ? “ What! will a man rob God !” 
or his ancient covenant people ? Want of information is the only apo- 
logy we can make for our indifference, relative to the Jews, and our duty 
to them; and with our means of information, ignorance is an excuse 
which will not stand the test in the judgment. The sacred oracles, and 

rofane history, are full of this subject; and our numerous periodical 
publications show that the Christian world is beginning to awake from 
the slumber of ages, and to take a deep interest in the conversion of 
the Jews. Only a few years since, and we heard celd petitions offer- 
ed up for their restoration, and it was about all that was done! How 
remarkable, that thousands of prayers should be made for their conver- 
sion by those, who lived and died, without making any other exertion 
to remove the film from their eyes, and the veil from their hearts ! 
But not so now ;—numerous societies are formed, and large sums are 
annually collected, to defray the expenses of sending them Bibles, 
school-teachers, and preachers of the gospel. The wheels are in mo- 
tion, and it is sure as holy writ, that God will effect the redemption of 
Israel. The work then must and will go on; and we may have the 
honour and happiness of bearing some humble part, if we choose. But 
says a respectable husbandman, what can I do towards the melioration 
and conversion of 10,000,000 of souls ? You can do much. Sell one 
of your farms, or some of your out-lands, which are a continual trouble 
and perplexity, and enjoy the pleasure of being a faithful steward. We 
need but little in this world, nor shall we want it long. If you cannot 
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be prevailed upon to do this now, be entreated to remember this cause 
in your last will and testament, and let it be known in eternity, that 
your wealth will be doing good to the end of time. Says the man, 
who whitens the ocean with his sails, what can I do? Much. You 
possess exactly the right kind ef property to render you useful to the 
Jews. You can employ your vessels in wafting them from lands of 
oppression and cruelty, to shores of tranquility,—a friendly clime, 
where the Saviour is known, and the gospel preached. A cargo of 
God’s ancient covenant people would be the most precious charge ever 
committed to your trust. Says the merchant or mechanic, what can I 
do? Much, Youcan reserve a portion of your income, and cast it in- 
to the treasury of the Lord; and so, in part, pay a debt of gratitude 
you have always owed to the Jews.—Say the youth, what can we do? 
My answer to those, who have the hardness of heart to reject Christ, 
is, not much. ‘To such persons, physicians, heal yourselves, is what a 
Jew might say. But you can repent of sin, accept of the Saviour up- 
on the terms of the gospel, and qualify yourselves to become teachers 
of schools among them. This is an object, dear youth, worthy of your 
serious attention; they greatly need this kind of instruction.—Says 
the poor man, who lubours for his daily bread, what canI do? You 
can probably contribute enough to purchase the New Testament, -this 
may be read by a child of Abraham! and with the blessing of God 
prove the means of his conversion.—I ask not what females can do ; 
for long since, it has been proved to a demonstration, that they can do 
much in many ways. Indeed, they compose the largest portion of this 
society; and without their influence it would be ready to languish and 
die! Brethren, if we would have an approving conscience, we must 
more sensibly feel, and more ardently pray for the suffering millions of 
our fellow creatures ; and take a deeper interest in this glorious cause. 
And what we wish to do, we must do quickly, or by us it will never be 
done. Since our last annual meeting, one of our number; and one 
too, who was active and useful, has been called into eternity, and some 
have removed to other parts of the vineyard; but we are happy to add, 
several individuals have become members, and united their influence 
with us. Our number is small; but we hope it will soon be much in- 
creased by those who will do good, and act wisely in the management 
of this fraternity. The God of Israel hath given us all the property 
we possess ; and we are accountable for the use we make of our Mas- 
ter’s wealth. If we are unfaithful stewards, we may soon be removed 
from our stewardship. A fire, a drought, or some adverse providence 
may bring us to poverty and want. A blow, or a fit, may deprive us 
of reason; or a pestilence may sweep us away.
